A PROCLAMATION 


REQUIRING 


All Officers or Souldiers that ſerved under the Armies of the late Uſurped 
Powers, and have been Disbanded, Caſhiered or Turned out, to depart the 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter before the Fourth of December next, 
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bereas We have been inkoꝛmed that divers of the late Diſ- 
banded Dfficers, and Souldiers, and ſeveral other perſons 

ſ> Sz heretofore Caſhiered and turned out of the late Army (ma⸗ 
ny whereot being perſons of deſperate foztunes and de- 
© ligns) do now remain in and about Our Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and have their daily meetings, and are 
frequently Plotting and Contriving Wicked Deſigns and 
P:actiſes againſt Our Royal Perſon, and the Peace and 
Government of this Pur Kingdom. Wie taking the ſame 
into Dur lerions Conſideration, and foz pꝛeventing the 
wk evil conſequences thercof, have thought fit, upon the hum⸗ 

ble Deſire of Our two Houſes of Parliament, to Publiſh and Declare, and do hereby 
Publiſh and Declare Our Will and Pleaſure to be, That all and every perſon and 
perſons being heretofoze an Officer oz Souldier, ſerving in any of the Armies of the 
late Uſurped Powers, and have been Disbanded, Calhiered, oz Turned out of any 
of the ſaid Armies (who are not under Impꝛiſonment, oz other legal reſtraint, oz 
have not their conſtant habitations and kamilies within Our Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter, 02 the Suburbs thereof, o: Who ſhall not pzocure oꝛ obtain a Licence 
from Us, o2 any thꝛee oꝛ moꝛe of Pur Pꝛivy Councel in this behalf) do on oz befoꝛe 

the Fourth ot December nixt, depart out of the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, = 
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and the Liberties and Suburbs thereof, And We do hereby Charge and Require them 
and every of them to depart accoꝛdingly, and not to return again, oꝛ come within 
Twenty miles of the ſame Our Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oz either of them, 
from this time until after the Twenty fourth day of June next enſuing. And that 
they, oꝛ any of them, do not, oꝛ ſhall not, in the mean time, wear, uſe, carry, oꝛ ride with 


any Sword, Piſtol, oz other Arms o2 Weapons : And herein We do and ſhall expect, 


-from all perſons concerned, a due and punctual Submiſſion and Conkoꝛmity at their 


perils, andupon pain of Pur High Diſpleaſure. Willing and hereby Commanding - 
the Lieutenants, Deputy-Licutenants, and other Dur Officers and Miniſters, of 


and in the ſeveral Counties, Cities and Places of this Our Kingdom, to appꝛehend 
and ſeize the perſons, and take away the Arms and weapons of all ſuch as ſhall be 
Found Faulty, oz Offenders, in, oꝛ contrary to the purpoꝛt true intent and meaning 
of this Pur Nopal Pꝛoclamation, and them to bꝛing befoze the Lozds of Pur Pz2ivy 
Councel, to be further pꝛoceded againſt foz their Contempts, accoꝛding to Juſtice.
